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Missing candidates 
postpone EOC Po 


SanEFrancisco's anti-poverty 
election schedujed for last Satur- 
day was postponed for a week 
when a piece of political intrigue 
surfaced in the EOC':s official elec- 
ton Special newspaper-. 

Fourteen candidates were Imiss- 
ing im the Chinese page which list- 
ed photographs and names in Chi- 
nese for the Chinatown-North 
Beach candidates. 

The Chinese characters carefully 
listed only the“officialF”nomina- 
tions made through the China- 
town-North Beach office of the 
Economlc Opportunity Council. 

But it failed completely to men- 
tion the candidates from the 14- 
Imember Progressive Slate that is 
challenging the _ existing China- 
town-North Beach poverty board. 

“This is a crucial issue,” Pro- 
gressive Slate candidate Ling-chi 
Wang told dismayed EOC officials 
during a protestconference at cen- 
tral headquarters last Thursday. 

“Al our names are left out 一 and 
98 per cent of the voters in China- 
town will only read the Chinese 
]anguage 1ist.” 

Dennis Lee, an attorney.for the 
San Francisco Legal Assistance 
Foundation，contended that this 
fact of life in Chinatown means in 
essence _ that the EOC central 
office through its 了 OC-financed 
newspaper js Supporting the exist- 
ing Chinatown-North Beach anti- 
Poverty forces. 

According to Rip Ridley none 
of the 50,000 election issues of 
the EOC paper had been distrib- 
uted. Valued at about $1,000, the 
newspapers will be destroyed. 

A spokesman for the Chinatown 
poverty council said that the Pro- 
gressive Slate candidates Imissed 
the September 8 deadline for filing 
and bypassed their office, sabmit- 


ting their candqidacy directy to ， 


Central EOC，which caused the 
confusion and omission.

The Progressive Slate countered 
that they and other poor in the 
district were never contacted and 
were keptin the dark while certain 
groups and individuals were Pro- 
moted by the Chinatown council.

civil service 
tesfs unfair 


Written examinations for City 
Civil Service jobs were branded as 
the most effective eliminators of 
minority applicants in a survey 
released last Thursday by the Hu- 
man Rights Commission， 

Carl Fumante，a_ Civil Service 
employee loaned to the Comimnis- 
sion and working _ under a year- 
long grant from the San Francisco 
Foundation, reported to the 有 RC 
at a meeting that his study of 
more than 4,000 persons who had 
appjlied for jobs，showed that 
Some exam procedures tended to 
effectively““screen out”a dispro- 
portionate numpber of blacks，Ori- 
entals and Spanish-surnamed appli- 
Cants. 

The heavy eHimination rate for 
minorities was by individual 
classes as well，the study reveals. 
Of the 491 persons taking the 
written exam to be a Social Service 
Department eligibility worker， 
15.58 双 of the whites failed，but. 
76.819% of the blacks and 73.919 
of the Spanish-surnamed. The 
39.29% failure rate of Orientals in 
this. classification，while substan- 
tially better than other minorities， 
is still more than twice the whbite 
figure， 

In contrast，however，to the 
written exam 人 gures，the SurvVey 
shows that in 14 classes, with 678 
participants, in which an oral exam 
was required，the performances 
were markedly differenpt: 17.57 
of the whites _ failed oral exams， 
8.57% of the blacks，25.009 of 
the Orientals, 4.339 of the Span- 
ish-surnamed，and 6.90% of the 
Filipinos. 

“Most minority groups, -said 
Eumante,“with the exXception of 
Orientals，do better on these oral 
exams because oral examiners Can 
be _ more objective and take imto 
account cultural disparities, where- 
as written exams thus farhave Dot 
been able to do so.”

A GOLDEN CHANCE 


The second week of school desegregation gained in at- 
tendance as pupils returned to classes, increasing the atten- 
dance percentase to 72%. The most notable.absence is in 
Chinatown where 92% of the children did hiot attend class 
and parents have opened a Freedom School as an alternative 
to forced busing. 

We sympathize with the Chinese parents whc want thebest 
education for their children. We respect their rights to pro- 
test policies which they think are unfair. However，we urge 
them to stop and think, rather than act in the heat of emo- 
tion, 1inpulsively, and hurt, rather than helrf their children. 

Watching“Sesame Street ，drawing crayon pictures on 
the back of computer readout sheets and being taught by 
"qualified although not certificated”volunteer teachers is 
no Substitute for formal education. It is fun, innovative， 
but mostly extracurricular. 

Realistically, how can youfinance, equiE and operate 
a School for 2,000 children out of thin air? 

As an example of Chinatown's community action，Free- 
dom School is something to be admired. Seldom have So 
many woOrked So well together for a common cause. 

owever,， we feel that Freedom School is a hasty， 
ephemeral project to meet an emergency crisis. Woefully 
inadequate. 

What concerns us more is the consequences that will con- 
front the children. They are being severely handicapped. 

One of the factors which contributed to the lack of under- 
standing of the public school's Plan for desegregation and 
integregation can be traced to Unified School District which 
has long neglected the Chinese community. The schools 
human relation department failed to communicate with 
the community and made a desperate attermipt at the last 
minute. Left in the dark, the local Parents fell victims to 
rumors and false information regarding integration an 
busing. - 

We have learned that the public school has Teceived a 
?1.8 million grant from the federal government to finance 
abhuman relations program . 

Parents, teachers and comIimunity members 
will recelive SPecial training in intergroups relations, to See 
that Schools have integration, not just desegregation . 

The program has four goals:“Improved educational Pro- 
grams after desegregation; definite moves toward a fully 
integrated educational system; definite and comprehensive 
programs aimed at involving the community in an under- 
standing and acceptance of the full meaning of integrated 
education; definite emphasis on maximizing the positive 
aspects of the rich multi-ethnic and multi-cultutal resouUrces 
of San Francisco. 

This is a golden chance to ask the school board to inte- 
grate Chinese language and culture into the schools total 
curriculum by hiring bi-lingual Chinese Personnel. 

Now instead of boycotting and Freedom School we urge 
teachers, parents and community leaders to unite and march 
down to the school board and get in on the ground floor 
of this human relations Programn .
